When wheate was ſold for twelue ſhillings the

And for as much as do find, and it moſt plainely ap- 
peareth tothe iudgement of all indifferent men (by 
comparing the times now preſent , with the times of 
one hundred yeeres paſt) that at the publiſhing of the 
ſayd olde Aſs iſe booke, all manner of charges and o- 
ther things neceſsaric belonging to the 50 myſte- 
tie of baking, were farre better cheape then now they 
are :( viz. ) In Fuell, yeſt, ſeruants wages, houſe rents, 
and charges of hoſpitalitie, and ſo generally of all o- 
ther kinde of things: And for as much as alſo diuers 

trials which of late J haue cauſed to bee made by ſe- 

uerall Wheate taken in diuers Countreyes of this 
Realme of England, not onely in the view of mine 
owyne eyes, but allo in the preſence of expert and 
skilfull men, learned in the lawes, hauing great and 

deepe knowledge in the Aſsiſing of bread; It doth 

manifeſtly and plainely appeare, that the bakers at 

that time, might farre better cheape, and with leſſe 


charge of ſeruants haue baked a quarter of Wheate, 


then now they can, (although the ſame trialles differ 
ſomewhat onefrom the other, by reaſon onely of 
the diuerſities of the goodneſſe of Wheate. ) I doe 
therefore thinke it very gcod, neceſſarie, and conue- 
nicnt, for the better vnderſtar ding of all Mzgiſtratcs
